Report of the County Commissioners. 


To THE CirizENs Or STRAFFORD COUNTY : 

In accordance with Chapter 30, Sec. 1, of the general stat- 
utes of the State of New Hampshire, we submit the following 
report for consideration, also the reports of the Superintend- 
ent of the County Farm, County Physician, Chaplain, Coun- 
ty ‘Treasurer, Solicitor, Sheriff, Jailor, Clerk of the Supreme 
Court and Auditors; also a copy of the proceedings of the 
Strafford County Conventions and delegations herein ap- 
pended. | 


FINANCIAL CONDITION OF THE COUNTY. 


The report of the Treasurer shows that the net debt of the 
County Jan. rst, 1894, was $124,288.24, showing a decrease 
since Jan. 1st, 1893, taking into account the permanent im- 
provements at the County Farm, authorized by the County 
delegation at a meeting held May 4th, 1893, of $20,764.69. 

There was in the hands of the ‘Treasurer Jan: 1,» 1894, 


$53,306.83. 


COUNTY FARM AND ALMSHOUSE. 


As regards the crops, they will be found in detail in the 
Superintendent’s report. 

Many needed improvements have been made at the Farm, 
such as shingling the large barn, painting the rooms and _cor- 
ridors which were sadly in need of the same; also the Su- 
perintendent’s pantry has been rearranged and supplied with 
a modern ice-chest. | 
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‘The commissioners can really give you only a report from 
April 1, 1893, to Dec. 31, 1893 from personal knowledge of 
the affairs of the County, as their term of office began on the 
later date ; previous to that time, all we can present for your 
consideration are the accounts of the County for January, 
February and March, as published in the report. 

One of the first duties required of the Commissioners was 
the selection of a Superintendent and Matron. After con- 
suming considerable time in the matter, engaged the services 
of Mr. and Mrs. Edward A. Willand, and we feel confident 
that for industry, kindness and interest for the inmates, they 
are hard to excel; and we can assure the people of the 
County that the unfortunates under their charge are suitably 
provided with everything to make them comfortable, and ten- 
derly cared for in sickness, many of them undoubtedly having 
a better home than ever before. 

One reason for the increase cost of County paupers was by 
reason of the present board of commissioners being obliged 
to pay the City of Dover tax which should have been paid in 
1892, thereby causing us to pay a double tax in 1893; while 
we don’t think it just for the County to pay any tax, still the 


bills were properly presented, and we were obliged to honor 
them, 


COST OF SUPPORTING PAUPERS AND INDIGENT SOLDIERS OFF THE 
FARM. 


‘There has been a large increase in the cost of supporting 
paupers and indigent soldiers of the farm, caused by the 
general depression of business and an early, cold winter, over 
that of previous years. We have adhered to the system in- 
augurated by the previous board, and believe it to be the best 
thing for the tax-payers of the County, as it shows to them 
just what the cost is for each town. ‘There has been some 
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little dissention in our doing the County business in this 
manner, but, with one exception, we have had an itemized 
bill for every cent we have paid out, and shall take pleasure 
in showing them to any or all taxpayers of the County.

PERMANENT IMPROVEMENTS. 


By vote of the County Convention held May 4th, we were 
authorized to hire the suin of $5,000 for improvements at the 
farm; for the repiping of the Almshouse, new boilers, fire 
pump, reservoir, coal pocket, hydrants, hose, Xc., ali pertain- 
ing to the better protection against fire, and to the comfort 
and safety of the inmates. 


At the suggestion of the Manufactory located at Gonic, and 
a member of the County delegation, we sent for and con- 
sulted with W. W. Carman of the Carman Thompson Co, at 
Lewiston, Me. 

He gave us plans and estimates which we finally adopted, 
and we contracted with him to do the work at an expense 
which appears in the treasurer’s report. ‘Vheir work of’ re- 
piping the building, furnishing and setting the boiler and 
pump, was satisfactorily done and is working in the best pos- 
sible manner, warming the various apartments and making 
the inmates comfortable, something that has not been done 
before since the present buildings were built. 

The present system consists of a new seventy-five horse 
power, tubular boiler, the old: boiler and a new one of 
thirty-five horse power placed in a new boiler house, located 
some sixty feet in the rear (and centrally) of the two wings. 

These three boilers are so arranged that either can be used 
for heating the building independent of the others, and the 
boiler house being situated lower than the main building, the 
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water of condensation returns to the boilers by gravity. ‘The 
amount of heating surface at present is over 4000 ets feet, 
nearly double that of the former system. 

In the normal condition, the large boiler is used for heat- 
ing the building. 

The new thirty-five horse power boiler will be used for 
cooking and laundry purposes, steam being kept in this boiler 
all the time so that the steam fire pump, located in the same 
building, can be started up at any time in case of fire. ‘The 
other boiler is kept in reserve. ‘The steam fire pump is con- 
nected with several hydrants placed at convenient points 
around the building, and the water supply is from a large 
brick reservoir of 100,000 gallons capacity built in the ground 
between the boiler house and the main building. It was the 
aim of the commissioners to have this a first class job, and 
the county receive some compensation for the money ex- 
pended.

In regard to the reward of $50 offered by the sheriff for the 
apprehension of Fred Davis, which the sheriff asked the 
County to pay, the commissioners take the ground that it 
belongs to the sheriff or jailor under whose care he was when 
allowed to-escape, and therefore refused to pay it, submitting 
the matter to Chief Justice Doe for instruction, whose de- 
cision upon the matter may be found on file at the office’ of 
Clerk of Court. 


Physician's Report. 


TO THE CoMMISSIONERS OF STRAFFORD COUNTY. 


Gentlemen: Submitting my first report as County Phy- 
sician, covering the period from April, 1893, to January, 1894, 
I wish to call your attention to several important conditions 
upon the fulfilment of which depends much of the 
health and comfort of those ubder our care. Foremost among 
these we place the sanitary conditions of the buildings. Great 
praise is due you in spending so much of your time, care and 
money in arranging the present complete heating, ventilating 
and drainage system. ‘The marked improvement is every- 
where noted, but especially in the water closets, which were 
very foul. And the uniform temperature throughout the 
building cannot fail to add comfort to all the inmates. We 
consider the matter of ventilation as nearly perfect as could 
be attained in such an institution. Under the efficient over- 
sight of the Matron, Mrs. Willand, cleanliness is a marked 
feature. 

The inmates are compelled to bathe frequently, their clothing 
is changed often, and the rooms and halls, which have been 
newly painted and whitewashed, are kept sweet and clean by 
frequent scrubbing. 

Next we must speak. of the food. ‘The generally healthy 
condition of the inmates, showing this to be at all times plen- 
tiful and nourishing. 

The water supply is abundant and good. All this cannot 
fail to be productive of much good health. However, we 
find the usual number of chronic cases always found in an in- 
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stitu lon of this kind; amoung which are, Phthisis, Rheuma- 
tism, Venereal, Heart and Skin diseases. Add to this a 
large number of aged and infirm, and it will include the most 
of the work we have to do. There has been the usual 
amount ofminor surgery. Obstetrics has provided but one case 
a healthy, living child, the mother arriving at the farm only a 
few weeks before confinement. At the opening of the school 
year all the children were vaccinated. During the prevailing 
epidemic of lung trouble, a large number of the inmates were 
affected. We had seventeen sick in bed at one time. I am 
very grateful to Mr. and Mrs. Willand, Superintendent and 
Matron of the Institution, for the great assistance rendered 
me in the discharge of my duties. In those cases calling for 
especial care and sympathy, they could not have evinced 
more interest had they been members of their own family. 
And it seems to me, that fn this (so called) uncharitable 
world, such deeds of real charity as they are constantly per- 
forming, ought to be made known to the public. 

I must also thank those inmates who have helped me in 
the work of distributing medicine to the sick. ‘The material 
assistance from youas Commissioners has been daily appre- 
ciated: while the many favors and hearty interest in my work 
among the poor in the City, at the Farm and at the Jail, has 
been most helpful and encouraging.
